Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21, 23-26, 28, 29 allowed (Re-number as 1-27). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Cox discloses a system that inserts two different watermarks into a field channel. The 
first watermark is inserted into a black channel, and the second watermark is inserted 
into a white channel. The watermarks are inserted into the different channels and 
constructed by interlacing the channels together to develop the entire watermark. Cox 
does not disclose the method of inserting the watermarks into different color channels. 
The color channels consist of cyan, magenta or yellow, which Cox does not make any 
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mention of. It is for all of the above identified reasons, and in combination with all the 
other elements that claims 1 , 7, 1 1 , 25 are allowable over the closest prior art of Cox.
